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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments merely rehash issues 
addressed in Final Rejection mailed 21 October 2009. 

Specifically, Applicant's arguments that Carey is not "directed" to "dominance filtering" [Remarks page 3] is not material in that Josephson 
discloses such and, accordingly, independent claims 1 and 19 are obvious over Josephson in view of Carey. 

Regarding Applicants' arguments that Carey does not "generate bins for all remaining non-selected dimensions" [Remarks page 4], Carey 
clearly discloses generating bins- Files A, B, C, and D [Carey Figure 1] - for all solutions - ranking one-year stock price appreciation, six- 
month stock price appreciation, return-on-assets ratio, and price-to-cash flow ratio [Carey Figure 1 and column 3 lines 45-59]. Examiner 
notes that Carey's "ranking of stock based on these criteria' [Carey column 2 line 4-6] is inclusive of Applicants' "(e) determining a solution 
in each bin of the non-selected dimensions with a maximum value along the selected dimension". 
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
